©AIBO, March 18. — It is reported the 
Egyptian govoriiiuunt are inedittkting the 
reloase of Ze<)l)li;ir Puslia. Ho is a pris- 
onor uf statu at Gibraltar wlieru he has 
been ill, captivity sinuo March 30, 1885. 
HeiwasiAi^ated on Match 14, at Alex- 
dria by birder of tlio Khedive for Alleged 
treason, it having boon charged- that ho 
was a secret ally of El Mnluli and been 
largely inBtruineiital in securing for tlie 
False Prophet tho fall of Khartoum. 
Zeobhan Pasha preceded Qenentl Gordon 
as govenu)r of the S.oudaii. Gordon ad- 
mired liirti oveflrifcill liii.jteinovar from the 
govemo'rshij) and insisted he shoul'dbe ro- 
stDi'cd to power as tho only nwn cai)able 
of inauit-ainiiig order in tho Soudan. Tho 
arrost und transportiition of Zoobhnr are 
attribut,od by ft large and iniluuntial party 
in ligypt to intrigue, and his party always 
iiiBislu.d ho was a true patriot and that the 
charges against him which efi'ectod his 
downfall were pure inventions.

Tho Boaloii Etuniirer in a long article 
ou the BoHton railroad disitster, based on 
reports made by engineering experts, de- 
olaroa that the broken bridffe was faulty 
in construction and made of bod material. 

Two froiglit trains on tho Now York 
and PoiinHj'lvaiiia raihvay were stoned by 
a mob while entering Youiigatown, Ohio, 
on Thursday. The trains were deserted 
by tho crows who had taken the places 
vacated by tho strikers. 

Three vigilants who wore administerhig 
a whipping to a woman 70 years of ago 
have been killed. Tho old woman, Eliza 
Fish, had been wliippod before by tho 
vigilantH and her hoii was nni out of the 
country for Hclling li(juor. 

Will. .S. Hut<ibiiiscjii, an o.x-brokor, was 
arrested at New York on Thursday. Ho 
is charged by Win. 11. Sistare, of the tirm 
of Geo. Sistare & Co., witli converting to 
his own use and benefit and that of his 
wife, over ^35,000 worth of stocks. 

Dr. Henry S. Cbggswell has taken pre- 
liminary steps for founding a school of 
technology at San Francisco. In it useful 
trades will bo btught youths of both sexes 
and the doctor will endow it with an 
amount of nioney and proj>erty that will 
Mcure its peruianont luooew. 



In the Wright murder trial at Neills- 
ville, Wis.,, great interest ia manifested. 
The widow, of tho deceased testified to her 
criminal intimacy with Allen, .-\nd of the 
lattor's proposal that Mr. Wright and his 
(Allen's) wife 'oo put out of the way by 
poison. She said that Allen gave poison 
to Wright at intervals until he died. 

The testimony before the railroad com- 
miasion at Beaton on Wednesday as to the 
•ource of the Forest Hill accident tended 
to show that the accident first occurred to 
the train and not to the bridi^e, and that 
the bridge wont down as a result of tho 
accident to the train. 

A letter from Havana dated March 12th 
says: Kidnapping haa been curried on by 
the wholesale during tho post week at 
Guirrs, Vuolta'Abaja. One of the persons 
seized was Don Estebaii Hernandez Dom- 
inguese, who was afterwards released on 
tho payment of $2000. 

Moses Solomon was on Wednesday dis- 
charged from his connection with the 
defense of tho anarchists by tho committee 
having the case of the coudemiiod men in 
charge. The ruasoti given by the com- 
mittee for tho attorney's discharge is his 
extreme ambition. 

The funeral of Cuptiiin Jaa. B. Eads 
took ]ilace at tho Christian eliiircli at St. 
Louis, Mo., Thursday afternoon and was 
attended by a large number of tho oldest 
und most prominent citizens of the city 
who liave known • him for many years. 
Many of them have been .associated with 
him in hia great enginen-ing Avorks. 

AMERICAN NEWS. 



Mnildcn llt-Hlh of ■"rumlnrutHHU Fraiii-lHraiiN 

San Fra.nc'isco, March 18. — Two sud- 
den deaths of well known |>eople occurred 
hero to-day. Dr. Jaa. S. Coleman, a 
l)roininont physician of this city, suddenly 
fell und expired while feeling tho pulse of 
a pationt this evening; aged 05. Heart 
disease is 8uppf)aed to bo tho cause. Ed- 
ward Warren Coleman, iiopbow of W. 1'. 
Coleman, also died suddenly to-d.iy, from 
what disease hiws not been learned. It is 
believed that a Turkish bath which he 
took yesterday may have in some w.iy 
hastened his death. 



CIVIC CORRUPTION. 



Quarter Millou Dollars Speut to De- 
feat the Beform Bill. 



Boughs Admitted by Forged Tickets and 
Satnidlzed to Break up Keetings. 

(Special to Thr Colonist.) 
LoNDolf, March 18. — The parliament- 
ary committee appointed to investigate 
the charges against thu Loiidoii corixira- 
tion held their fii-st seHsion to-day. Lord 
Hartiiigton presided. Mantiurtli, former- 
ly member of parliament, deposed that ho 
hod examined tlic accounts of the corpora- 
tion. He found that a special committee 
had been appointed in 1882 to oji- 
pose the reform bill, and that; 
there was expended by the committee 
a total of £60,000. He said, practically, 
the city accounts had never been audited, 
notwithstanding the fact that the cor- 
poration employed so called auditors, who, 
the witness added,' were liveiymen with- 
out practical knowledge of their duties. 
Meetings held in aujiport of the reform 
bill were raided l)y roughs wlio hud lieen 
supplied with forged ticketfl of admission 
by cor}>oratii>n olHcials. A man named 
Hoodge mado a statement to the ofFoct 
that he liod been engaged to bribe tho 
roughs bo break up reform meetings. Mr. 
Scott, city chamberlain, being sworn, pre- 
sented a written ofticiul protest against 
productioiis of the corjioratioii's accounts 
on the ground that the house of commons 
oxceeded its rights in demanding the ac- 
counts and acted hi a manner derogatory 
to the rights and privileges of tho cor- 
poration. 

TERRIBLE FIEE. 

A. Bailhio Hotel Burned to the Gronnd— Serious 
Iiosi of Life— Shocking Details. 

Buffalo, March 18. — The Riclimond 
hotel and St. .Tames hall were burno<l 
early this morning. Tho loss is fully half 
a million. A nmubor of lives are report- 
ed to be lost and many are injured. Tho 
building was situated on the corner of 
Main and Eagle streets, extending through 
to Wasliington street. The tiro was dis- 
covered at 'i-XiO this nioniiiig in tho new 
Riclimond Hotel. Tiie iilurui was sounded 
and the tire department responded 
promptly. The house contained a large 
number of guests,' and their heartrending 
cries were plainly heard. Ladders were 
raised <is soon as p(jMibie and us many fks 
could were taken out. A large number 
of them were unable to ellect their escape. 
At 4 o'clock the entire Richmond, St. 
.Tames' Hall und other property in the 
block were doomed to speedy destruction. 
The whole place burned like tinder. The 
corridor in the centre of the building 
acted us a great funnel, and us tho fjumes 
streamed upwards the guests found them- 
selves imprisoned by walls of firo. 
Tho screams of inmates could be heard fur 
blocks, and at many of the windows they 
could be seen in their night clothe.s, call- 
ing wildly for help. At one of tho third 
floor windows two guests were seen by the 
crowd to fall back into the flames. One man 
jumped from the fifth flour Lu the roof of 
a two-story wooden building adjoining. 
He was seriously injured. The number 
of those seriously injured cannot exactly 
bo ascertained. 

There were 226 persona in the hotel 
seventy of whom were tranaient guests 
and boarders, The remainder wore port- 
ers, bell-boys, tho families of the pro- 
prietors and clerks; 22 of those wore 
rescued from tho windows by the firemen. 
Twenty are at the hospitiil and u large 
number made their escape by other 
means. The origin of the fire is not as yet 
known.

This was an apjioal 
from an order of the chief jus- 
tice directing an inter))loader is-sue as 
to who was entitled to the 8200 seized by 
the sheriff. Mr. Richards, Q. C. , instruct- 
ed by Mr. Hett, apiieared for tho claimunt 
and aiipellant, .1. P. Walls. Mr. S. P. 
Mills appeared for the slierifr, and took a 
preliminary objection to the appeal, viz. : 
that there was no appeal from a judge's 
order directing an interpleader issue. Tlie 
point was debated for aome time, when 
the court adjourned at 5 p. m. till 11 a.m. 
to-day, when tho argument will be con- 
tinued.

THE LOCAL LKGISLATUBE. 

Proceedings of tho First Session of the Fifth 
I'urllaiiiout. 

Tnuu,si>AY, March 17. 
EVENING SESSION. 

Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 7:45 p.m. 

Mr. Mason, resuming the debate on tho 
estimates said that he was somewhat in 
the position of his hoiiomblo friend from 
Yale, Mr. Martin. Cariboo returned 
three members -the sinno as Yale. The 
honorable senior member for Yale abused 
the government and then the honorable 
third member for Yule replied in their 
defence und, ho must .say, justly. Accord- 
ing to his way of thiiikiuLC this anomulouB 
state of things should not exist. They 
wore working at cross ]iur])ose8. Districts 
which wore isolated should send men tliut 
would bo unanimous and thus secure tlioin 
a better repreaeutation. (Hear.) This 
was his X)osition as before, stateu. His 
honoittble colleague in his speech abused 
the government for proposing to borrow 
money, and advised retrenchment, or 
rather a cheese-paring policy. After the 
government bad stated they wunt-ed tlie 
moiiu^' for making roads, building bridges 
and developing our ininenil resources, it 
(lid not seem' cousi8teiit;fpr';his Ininorabld 
colleague to a.'ik for aid in working our 
(juurtz, having previouslj' abused tbein 
for borrowing money for tbiit very pur- 
pose, (tleur.) He did not intend going 
into the eatimutes for hu thought they hud 
had a aurfoitof figures, but liewouldsiijiport 
the . government in asking for the loan. 
The hpiiorablo leader of the opjiositioii 
said the government muBt either borrow 
the money or become bankrupt. That 
did not necessarily follow. 'I'hey might 
adopt the non-progressive policy <jf the 
Beaven goveinmoiit, collect all tlie nionoy 
they could from the mainland and spend 
what they did receive upon Victoria and 
the lowor mainland, leaving Yale, 
LiUooot, Kooteiiaj", Cussiar and Cari- 
boo U) look after tlieniselves the 
same us before. (Hear, hear.) But 
he would bo sorry indeed to see 
such a stitte of ufi'airs come to ])uas. We 
wore living in a progressive age, and this 
being u now country wo should bo a pro- 
gressive peo])le. .Villi bo was very pleased 
to acknowledge Ibat we had a pi'ogressive 
goveiiimeiit, and be hoped the gt)veni- 
ment would act in a niosllibeial spirit and 
bring down to this house some scheme for 
granting .aid in the development of our 
quartz ledges; and more particularly for 
the quartz ledges in Cariboo district. 
(Hear, heiir.) He did not wish to bo sec- 
tional, but asked tin; fuvonilile considera- 
tion of every member of tlieliouse in favor 
of Cariboo, on account of its isolation and 
long distivnce from railway communication. 
Ho thought the house would ugreo 
with him in saying that the entire jiro- 
vinco owed a del it of i^ratitude to Cariboo. 
(Hoar, he.ir. ) And now was the time for 
the goveriinieut to eoino forward and give 
liberal assisUmco and hasten the develoji- 
ment of its quartz mines. By so doing, 
ho could safely say, the govennnent would 
be repaid a thousand fold. It had been 
contended that this was a mineral country 
or nothing, and he agreed with it. Tho 
minoiTil wealth was the back-bone of tlio 
province,, and ho had the honor of rej)- 
reaenting the main joint inthatljack-boiiti 
so far as proved. (Applause.) Ho intended 
to support tho government, and so long as 
thoy pursued their present progressive 
])olicy, and dealt with the districts on tho 
mainland in a just and fair iiianner, just 
so long Would those goiitluiiieii l etiiin tliei- 
seJits if his vote would kei^p them there. 
(Applause.) Hia reason for expressing 
himself in this manner was because he had 
come to tho house as an independent can- 
didate with the privilege of exercising his 
)wn judgment and ho had exercised it. 
(Hear.) He would define his position so 
there would be no mistake, lie belonged 
to tho silent brigade, or the mechanical 
majority, as the o[)i)osit,i<in were pleased 
to term it. His honorable friend, the 
s jiiiur momber for Yale, had used tho 
i,;nn first, and he said those things in 
uch a nice smooth gentlemanly manner 
tliat they are always received with good 
'^ruce. (Loud apjilause.) 

Mr. Croft would only inaku a few re- 
marks, as he knew the patience of the 
iiouso waa aomewhat exhausted by the 
display of exuberaiiL verbosity exhibited 
by tho junior uiember for Cariboo, 
(Laughter.) Ho regretted very much the 
unavoidable absence of liis colle.igue, tho 
senior member for tiie district that ho 
had tho honor to represont. As a new 
member, he felt verj' much the loss of 
his valuable assistance. The honorable 
member for Cassiur had seen fit to com 
pare the dist riets of C.'issiar and Cowirli;in, 
and to coiniueiit, on the aiiinunt [ilaced on 
the estimates for the respeotive districts. 
Tho interests of the tu-o districts are 
difleront, the district of Cowichan being 
agricultural whilst Caasiar pertains to 
mining. Tho honorable momber for 
Ca.s3iar had stated that the revenue do- 
rived from Cowiclian district during the 
last eighteen nioiitbs amounted to less 
than g!5,000, while iu fact tho amount ex- 
ceeded ^iJ4,000. The same gentleman had 
pruisod the condition of Liw and order in 
Cussiar. But what do Wo find ? The cost 
of th6 administration of justice lust year 
for the district of Cassiar was over g;(),000, 
while that for C(jwichau was !?li,O0(), .and 
this year the amount placed ontheestiniates 
aniountsonly to8720(hoar), and takingiiito 
consideration the fact that niilwuy con- 
struction hud been going on last year, this 
apoke well for the law aoidlng qualities of 
the district he had the honor to represent, 
knowing >\ell that on railway works, as u 
rule, a small class of ineu are freiiuently 
in trouble. Ho noticed that l.iMt year and 
this also no sum had been or is going to 
be sjiont for education in the district of 
Cassiar. It was apparent therefore that 
tho residents muat be abnormally clever, 
seeing that they had elected such an elo- 
(luciit person to ri^preseiit thehi 
us tho lionoial)le iiicniber op|)OBilo. 
(Lmghter.) The district of Cowichan re- 
ceived for education last year $1800, 
showing "that a great number of the set- 
tlors had families and thereforo composed 
tiie backbone of a new country. Tho 
honorable senior member for Yulo had 
also made commentH upon tho amount 
jilaced on tiio estimates for ('owiehaii. 
He found fault with tlio ^ovenimeiit for 
having made largo uxpoudituros and said 
that they could show nothing for it. Why, 
lust year tbo amount spent on eduoation 
was J7!t,(KX), and for public w. irks *-.'517,- 
000. Both of these aro recuperative. 
Take education -if the peo[)lo are not 
educjkted they ciuinot fully appreoiuto 
the sound progressive jiolicy of this yov- 
cmnient. He knew from personal 
knowledge that in Now Soutli Wales they 
aro not afraid of boiTowliig over 110 mil- 
lion dollars. That would frighten a num- 
ber of honorable members. Theao large 
•uma are expertded in public works, princi- 



pally railways, which pity a greater porcent- 
ago than the interest which hcM to be 

Eaid for the loans. The hon. aeiiibr mem- 
or for Yalo atates that no towns have 
been built up by tho C. P. R. He only 
quoted Ashcroft, and- that as owing its 
rise to its goographiod position He men- 
tioned nothing of Vancouver or New 
Westminster, connected as it is by a 
branch railway from a point, aboye , pprt 
Moody. He mi^t also mention the fol- 
lowing towiia;— -Farwell, Rovelstoke and 
Kaniloops. "The same hon. momber also 
remarked how much more tho country 
would have boon bonofittod if white men 
hud mado tho C. P. railway instead of 
Cliiiiainon, Why the class of men who 
work on railways are travellers goine 
from one public work to another and 
would not make legitimate settlers. Men 
with families would not have been fctio 
class t(j c<.>nio and engage on that work. 
Mr. Semlin, member for Yale, had mado 
remarks about tbo amount placed on tho 
ostimutes fur Cowichan; but if the diabrict 
of Yale rccoived all the money thut the 
senior momber would wish placed on tho 
estimatea for it, to judge from the list he 
read the other day, the revenue ivould be 
all used up in that district. He ahould 
give tho governmont his cordial support, 
oelieving that their progressive |)olioy is 
the best suited for this new und undovel- 
ojiod country, because if we do not con 
struct roads, etc., how is the country to 
bo opened up ? if people CJiiinot get 
their jiroducts to market thoy will not bo 
grown, as they will be uf no value. 
(AjiplauHo. ) 

Mr. Theodore Diivie sympathised with 
the sjieaker upon the doleful Iioi'anguea 
ho had had indicted upon him by tho op- 
position. Ho had always esteemed the 
hon. Boc(md member for Cariboo (Mr. 
McLeese), but he regretteil to observe 
that the bun. gontlenian was a tale-bearer, 
which otiice is akin to that of a scniidal 
monger and u slanderer. With a few ex- 
ceptions, the attack of the opposition had 
consisted of calumny and slander, slan- 
ders which those uttering them had 
neither the ability to prove nor the man- 
liness to retract. A point-ed insfiinee of 
a similar kind had occurred during the 
lust parliament, -when one hon, member, 
who still occu])ies a acat_ in the house, in 
the course of a debate, uttered what he 
knew to be a vile, personal slander of 
another member, and then when chal- 
lenged to proof by a suit in court, pleaded 
his privilege as a member of parliament, 
against either apologising for, or attempt- 
ing to justify what lie had said. The op- 
position had been struggling with too in- 
consistent contentions. One wing of them 
blamed the government for expending too 
much money and bringing the country to 
bankruptcy, while the other complained 
of luck of BuUicient appropriations in the 
difTerent districts. The first objection had 
been directly answered by the momber 
for Kootenay when ho had said that a 
province able to float a loan at the low 
rate of interest which the present' would 
be floated at, and, whose bonda were far 
beyond par, could not be thought bank- 
rupt by those abroad. As to the 
other contention how could those 
advancing it follow the lead of 
Mr. Beaven, who, when in power, let 
tho roiids and bridges go to ruin and de- 
cay. The member for Yale, BIr, Bbrtin, 
had shown how that under tho Beaven 
government Yale did not get a quarter of 
tho appropriations she now gets. That 
honorable gentleman might have called a 
witness, and thut witness none other than 
the senior member for Yale, Mr. Scmliii, 
who now so ardently aumwrts the leader 
of the opposition. He (Mr. Davie) would 
refer to tho aenior member's teatimony, 
(Mr. Davie here turned up tho file of Thb 
Colonist cuiitjiiniiig Mr. Soinlin's speech 
when bo voted in .January, 1883, to turn 
Mr. Bouven out on the grounds of his 
government allowing the roads und bridges 
to go to ruin, and liavuig unconstitution- 
ally held on to office when the result of 
the election demonstrated tliat ho had 
been ovorwlielmingly defeated. (Cheer's.) 
Mr. Duvio would like to know what better 
he saw about the leader of the opjxisition 
now ihan he did then. Kootenay hud ro- 
mained locked up undor all tho time Mr. 
Bcaven'a government had remained in 
power, and now had been opened up by 
tho progressive policy of tho jireseut gov- 
ernment. How did the boiiorablo mem- 
ber for Cassiar defend his support of tho 
leader of the opposition, who, when in 
power had refused his district' representa- 
tion when the other side of the houao 
was ])re])nred and desired to accord it, and 
who, during the many years when Cassiar 
hud contributed uji wards of g25,000 
annually to the revenue, had denied tho 
district necessary works. iuking Mr. 
Soinlin's testimony in 1883, it was ti'ana- 
parent that if the state of thing for which 
ho helped to turn Mr. Beaven out had 
been allowed to continue, the country 
must liave beeoiiie buukrupt ai.d it« popu- 
laticni decimated, and then, to rodoeui the 
province from the deplorable state which 
want of roods and means of couimunicii- 
tion would liave brought it to, a mucii 
larger loan than now asked for would 
have been required, and coulQ only have 
been obtained, if at all, at n ruinous rate 
of interest, and burtlieiisoiiie taxation must 
have been east upon the romuiniiig popula- 
tion to carry on the ordinary affairs of tho 
Hovernmeiit. The interest pay.iblo for 
the loan to be floated by this government 
is 5 per cent, but to such a state bad Mr. 
Heaven's goverinnont reduced thoiinances; 
that when they wanted an overdraft thoy 
had to pay one per cent "por month, 
and all would recollect how, when 
reduced to such terrible straits, lie 
had to em])loy a broker, in tho 
person of ,Amor DeCqsmoa to raiae u loan 
of $30,000 and paid Mr. DeCoamos $600 
for the service. Refwence had been made 
to the complacency of this go/crnmoiit 
with contractors. This was ratlior an un- 
fortunate allusion for Mr. Beuvon's fol- 
lowers to make, for it reminded us of blia 
treatment ufforded by tho Beaven govern- 
ment to thoii contractors Mid creditors, 
how in 1882, so us to make a favorable 
financial showing to tho end of the year, 
they kept c(jntractors and other crodit<jrs, 
to tiio tune of somo ?80,000 (full par- 
ticulars in SesB. papers I88;i, at page 
182), clamoring for their money f9r 
months, and the allusion ulso called to 
mind the cotl'urdam transaction, and how 
Rood Bros, wore keep out of their pay. 
Mr. Dawson's vcjuchor for ^6,000 stolon 
from him, and the creditors and workmen 
upini the cotreidam left to starve — and 
how Mr. Benven, although authorized by 
Rood Bros, to pay their debts out of the 
nionoy duo to them — in the result when 
cmii polled to make ixiymeiit, shipjied 
all tho money to England, thus leaving 
tho workmen to whistle for their inonev. 
Ho, Mr. Davie, was wury Mr, 
Beuveii was not present in tli^ 
house as he had a nuiuber cf other m«in 
(Cotxtinwii on Fayt -Fim-,) 
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OUR MASINE INTERESTS. 

We are glad to tiiul that Mr. Tumor 
, as given notice that he will iiiovo, on 
Monday next, that u respectful address 
e presented to his hL>iior the liotd.- 
govorttorrequeBtiiigtliatlio ivill be plwi.scd 
to represeiib to the i)oiiii:iii)ii govoniiiiunt 
the great and urgent ini|)ort.vm;o of having 
life-saving stations ostiiMislied 011 tho 
west coast of Vancouver Island. Jt has 
long Ixion a. standing griovanco and ono 
to wliich refarenco has boon frcquontl y 
ina<itct ia these columns that there is nut a 
;Uf€!:e(^ying' station. on tlio entire west coast 
of tMa isuaid. Our American friends are 
ahead of us in this respect. "We boliuvo 
that they have at least three stations at 
points on tho coast butweuu Port Towns- 
end and San Francisco. The second 
laeiaber for Victcjria district gives good 
aud sul>stantial reasons sliowiug the necos- 
sifcy of such a station, but the strongest 
argument which might bo adduced in its 
behalf woro the circiiinstaiices atleniling 
the recent wreck of the T. Jl. Foster. 
The , slup-M'recked crew axe a unit in 
'declaring that hud it not been for the 
hottpitalities accorded them by the good 
missionary, Father Nicolayo, they would 
have perished. We trust as wo have 
no doubt, tlmt the matter will pass the 
house and that immediate action will bo 
t«ken by the Doniiuiou governnient. It 
.will .be a great boon and an evidence that 
.those, who "go down to tli&: sea in shi])s, 
who do business in great waters " are not 
forgotten in the toils aud dangers and 
hair-breadth 'scapes through which thoy 
pass. The west coast is, as we have said, 
.utterly destitute of any life-saving ap- 
pliances, and atfords little or no nautical 
protection, and with our increasing tnide, 
to ihefjfurbher' extended wlien the Pacitic 
liners enter our ports, it does seem a 
hardship that no provision, such as is 
now demanded, has heret>ifr>re 1 uou iiiado. 
We have reason to bolievo that 'jur ropre- 
Mntativ:esin tho coiniiious have frecpient- 

.brought tho matter to the attention of 
tAe.departniont aud have urged its ini- 
partance as: strongly, as.was possible, but 
80 far unsuccessfully. It is not a favor 
that we ask but a right ivhioh we de- 
mand, and by acting promptly in the mat- 
ter tlie adiniuistiation will show a disposi- 
tion to remedy at least one of tho griev- 
ances under I which we have long labored. 
Another,; matter which must be dealt 
with Rt oiice i by the government ■ arid 
which has been persistently demanded in 
these columns is tho establish men t of a 
mi^rine observatory, on tho southwest coast 
of the island, to bo connected with \'ic- 
toiiaiby itelegraph. It will hu i-ouiuiii- 
berod that the iiiinistorof iiiariiie referred 
to this matter at Winnipeg last year on 
his return from this coast. Me sp(]l<e of 
it as a necessitij and, if siicli, the ni.ittcr 
ought not to bo allowed to drift. By its 
aid any vessels entering tile straits could 
signal tho station, wheace the infornia- 
bion could bo promptly reported to this 
city to the advantage of merchants, tug- 
owners and pilots. The luaintonaneo of 
telegraphic coiuinuiiicatioii ijotwoun Tat- 
oosh light, near Cajio Flattery, and tho 
porta of tho Sound gives .American tugs 
an iuestimablo advant.-igo in coiiipotition 
with British boats, heavily hiuidicap])ing 
ovu: tqwing'interosts. JCvcn at liaco liocKs 
lighthouse — a comjiaratively good ])oint(jf 
observation — there exist no nioiins of sig- 
nalling this port, and it is ikj uuoonnnon 
thing for tho newspapers to bo ct)nipollcd 
to report the arrival of a vcssol in Jloyal 
Roads .'jiiaine unknown." This stjite of 
things,i:reFealing. as it docs such a want 
of pro.vision for the shipping interests of 
this province, is indeed deijlorablo, and 
cannot, if tftu government desires to re- 
tain tho conlidcnce of tho people hero, be 
too soon remedied. 



TO CARRY' THE l^AR. 

Many naval oflicorrf'and shipping mor- 
chants have recently expresaetl tlioinsolvcH 
in favor of subsidiicing a Heot of Amorican 
built stearaets, which in timers of poace 
should CAi^ tJ'e mails, and when war 
;tfe'icclS^!iil8,.be used us coramorcodostioyers 
• tran»liirts, and' tho like. According to 
. tlie proposition, tho shijjs should ho built 
after plans prepared by the navy ilo))art- 
ment, these plana to anticipiklc the easy 
tfansfbmiatiott' of the ships into swift- 
footed 'oruifteVs,' ciipiible of carrying a bat- 
tery of ono or more ginis. It is, of ct)ursu, 
at once apparent that Hlii])H built fo cavry 
passengers and freight c(ju1i1 not possess 
all the essential ro(iuireniunts even of 
light armoured cruisers, forthuy would bo 
top-heavy for large guns, and tiie placing 
of the, engines below tho water-lino woid(l 
interfere witli cargo carrying; but there 
is reason to beliovu that thoy oiidd bo so 
constructed as to become valuable aids as 
Auxiliaries to atlgetof regularlyconstnictod 
fightingahipa. The English transatlantic lin- 
OTi are reg»*dodasii valuable addition to tho 
British navy into tho service of which thoy 
may at any time be callud; and tho French, 
imitating the English ph»n, hnvo recently 
built some splendid vOhboIs for their 
inerohattt service, with a «iareful oyo to 



their use in time of war. These rIu^ — 
Bretagno, La Bourgogne andLik Giacpf^p', 
— are now plying Iwtw.een N^w Yoirklaijdd 
Havre, and others are being rapidly put 
together at tho yards -nt St, Nazaire and 
St. Clutmond. Thoy are built in tho 
strongest possible manner for such con- 
structions, and are so swift of foot as to 
have already become formidable rivals to' 
the English "greyhounds," Without go- 
ing into the question of the desirability of 
BUDsidies for ships, such a iieot as that 
proposed would, it must bo sivid, be an 
Important and desirable acquisition. It is 
not, however, easy to see how, as the 
friends of tho project allege, those ships 
would, to any appreciable extent, encoin'- 
ogo or lead to the building of a sea-going 
merchant fleet. It is not likely that the 
appearance of these ships on tho ocean 
would load to the building of othore, unless 
tho subsidy achemo were extended to reach 
them, aud this would, of course, bo sim- 
ply hiring ships to carry the American 
flag. It is not sontinieut that prevents 
the Anioriean merchant from carrying his 
own goods. It is because he finds that ho 
can have them carried by foreigners 
cheaper than he can carry them himaolf. 
That is all. English, Italian and German 
crows aro paid small wages, and nro con- 
tent to live u])on cheap food. Add to this 
tlie fact that good freight steamers can bo 
purchased abroad for niuch less than thoy 
cost, and the futility of trying to compete 
with tho foreign freighter is immediately 
obvious. Again, admitting the ^xeellenco 
of native workuuinship, it is not at all 
likely that Amerioui shipbuilders could, 
for some tinio to come at least, rival tho 
English builders of iron and steel steam- 
ers, with thoir years of experience in such 
construction.* The idea that America 
cotdd build steamers capable of averaglTig 
twenty-one statute miles iin hour— faster, 
bo it said, by a ' mile an hour than tho 
average speed of tho swiftest of tlie noble 
fleet now plying across tho Atlantic — cor- 
t'xinly seoms to be preposterous and un- 
worthy tho Bcrioui! et)nsidoration of a 
[)raetical people. If there is any ovidoiico 
to he had to sustain such an asserticm, wo 
should like to know where it may be had. 
Yet those who propose the plan under 
discussion say it can and ought to be 
done. 

WHEAT CONSUMPTION IN GREAT 
BRITAIN. 

England is the great wheat importing 
comitry of Ein-ope. The following ligiu-es 
as to thocousmuption of wheat per ca[)ita 
v.'ill be of interest for the wheat farmer 
and wheat dealer everywhere. The fol- 
lowhig iigures are a fair deduction nuide 
by Mr. J. Harris, and published in the 
London Ecommutl:

(lill'erenco of tun |)cr cent in tho consumption of 
all Kuropean nations, between yours of prosper- 
ity find years of- adversity, would mean a much 
larger variation in the world's domnnd than any 
statisticians have yet taken into aecount." 

Tho remarks of the linlh tlii are found- 
ed on a consumption of "208, 000, (MX) bush- 
els each year, at least that is the amount 
usually allowed for British consumption. 
This is, however, an error some way, for 
as the population of Groat Britain and 
Ireland is 32,000,000, this wcmld give a 
consumption of (5A litisbels, or .fOO llis. per 
ciipita. Even a reduction of t^'ii per cent 
on this would make 351 lbs. i)er capit.;i, or 
14 lbs. more than the figures furnished by 
Jlr. Harris. It may be, therefore, that 
there is a reduction in the consumption 
per capita, but these figures do not show 
it.

GLADSTONE'S SPEECH. 

H« Will Stand VMt hi Ireland— BeaMni for 
The DeTnt of Hla Home Bale V eMure. 

LoNDOir, Hjlarch 17. — Mr. Gladstone, 
in hiR speech at the dinner given by the 
Yorkshire members of the - house of coin- 
mona said 

"I wish to say a word rogimling what I 
coucoivo to be luy obligation toward the 
■ different i>artio8 and sections \ve have to 
.deal with. In starting, wo agreed that 
Irelaixd should ask an oti'octivo Bolf-govem- 

, .'iaepynt affairs propojly exclusively Iriahi 
' «iul>jeot tio^the unquestionable supremaoyi 
«f the iiupel-ial parliamunt. -Should'jshe 
uxtond her 'demaiids btiyond tills limit, 1 
frankly tell you I would no longer promote 
her cause, but so long as the demands she 
-utters are just and within the bounds of 
moderation, I will stand fast to hur cause 
in what remains to me of jjolitical life. 
(Oheers.) It was our duty to acknow- 
ledge that whatever approaches the con- 
servatives made to a recognition of the 
real state of fauts and of tho proBpocts 
before us. Major SauuderHOU recently 
said. the. settlement of the Irish question 
is eminently satiafactory. , 
It appears in' the minds of extreme 
meii that their movement is in the right 
direction. We should 'leiive open the way 
for the conservatives to pursue the right 
policy in this matter. 1 hoped thoy wo^jld 
deal liberally with Ireland, but tliey 
missed the cluntco when they hud it. I 
Itnow thoy received our suggestions of 

.Assistance aa insults, but the lessons of all 
great roforms teach thein that thoy ought' 
to receive our well-nieant^ oflbr to assist 
them against tho refractory nioinbora of 
iheir party wlio had not [>atioiit tolerance. " 

' Referring to tho defeat of liia measure 
in parlianicut, Mr. Gladatono s;vid: "As 
Iregards tho main proposLils -wo had in 
yiew, it would be futilo to talk of reced- 
ing, but in regard to those improvements, 
it should bo » pleasurable duty to seek 
thom. I cherish the hope that there arn 
various points on •which improvomont 
might be mivde on tho proposals wo sub- 
mitted to ])UTlianiont, and that those will 
multiply as wa draw near the time, pro- 
bably still distant, when wo can be in a 
ctiii^tiou to give any practical effect to 
our' pblitical views. One point which 
helped our defeat, and specially caused 
ditiiculty among our best friends, was the 

Jiroposal to use the inii>orial croJit of Irish 
BnolordB. - Well, let nio say tliis: I have 
the firmest ••'cdtividtion tliat wo never pro- 
posed to risk a sixpence, but that does 
not decide tho case. My duty is ,to con- 
:aidor whether the proposal was essential 
to any sound policy for Ireland. I at 
■once tell you thin, and make a confession 
that in our proposal in belialf of tho Irish 
landlords, we went to the furthest point 
in their behalf, and u])on two tirounds, 
partly because wo know that thoy have 
been' the petted children of England who 
is now, SB it wore, turning on them in 
some degree, and p.'irtly bo cause wo wished 
to give our oppononts every inducomonl 
for a groat and speody sottlemont of the 
question. I cherish the lio]>a that it will 
be perfectly possible to devise a plan for 
the safe purchase of the estates in Ireland. "

DoCosiiios of the 8600 commission trans- 
action, who had so stated in ])rint. Mr.

Ho must not refer 
to .this Jiouse us "a boar garden." 

Mr. Bole (amid cries of "order" and 
"chair") — Well, 1 will not be howled down 
like the rest. This is positive blaokguard- 
iam. 

Mr. S]i(!aker -All honorable goiitlomon 
must keep in order in this house. In any 
other house the honorable gontloinan 
would bo named from the chair and would 
be liable to severe censure by tho house. 

Order was then restored and Mr. Lad- 
uer jniiceeded with his sjioech. After 
going over conaiderablo ground he con- 
cluded. 

Mr. S|)eakor informed the house that 
meniliera speaking to the amendment must 
confine themselves strictly to the subject 
of the aniendiiieut. 

Mr. Semi in said this was an imporf-ant 
aniendment, which could not bo discussed 
as fully us its importance required. Ho 
would suggest that the house adjourn. 

Govornniont members — Oh, go on, go 
on. 

Mr. .Somlin — Well, wo are not particu- 
lar. Tbe stjiying jiowors of this side of 
the house aio eipial to those of the other 
Bide. Proceeding, he defined liis ideas of 
corruption. Ho said (1,000,000 could 
not bo. safely trusted in the hands .of this 
goveniniont to distributed- 

Hon. Mr. Robson— It is nob the govern- 
ment but tho house which will have tho 
distribution of it. 

Mr. Semlin coidd not sea. how the gov- 
ernment members could object to an 
amondiaont which had for its object the 
]irotection of the people's money. 
■ Hon. Mr. Robson pointed out that tho 
amendment was of thq same charactor as 
those iiujvcd to tho address at the begin- 
ning of tlie sesaioru He also showed that 



not a^c»jit of money could ■ bo oxpoiided 
by the government without veferenoe to 
the houFO. 

Mr. Grant, replying to the provincial 
secretary, contended that money could be 
expended by tho govonimont by a apocial 
warrant. The hoiiomblo gentleman spoko 
for half an hour. 

No other members desiring to apeak tho 
meuibors wore rung in and a division waa 
t-akeii. The amendment "was negatived 
on a straight party division of 13 to 6. 

Mr. John losuiuod the debate on the 
resolution. Ho concurrud entirely with 
tho policy of the govornnient, and v/im 
of opinion that they Wi>ro working in the 
best interests of the province. If bhoy 
woro not he did not suppose they would 
have a " iiiajority in ' tho house on the 
present occasion. On gonoral principles 
he was not in favor of increased taxation, 
but as tho proimsed increase was very 
light ho did not believe it would bo ob- 
jected to by tho peojilo. The jiroper way 
to look at this loan was, shall we go on 
with public works or shall wo stand still ? 
Ho believed if tho question wore sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people they would 
say go on with tho public works. (Hear, 
hear.) Wo must have more money, ho 
contended, to induce and to eiiablo Bot- 
tlers to como in and opuii tho great re- 
sources of the province. (Hear.) If the 
expenditure were kept within the re- 
sources we would have the same, cry as we 
had in 1882. His dusiro ' was to see the 
gnvominont go on and make this the 
banner province of tho Dominion. In 
a few years tho revonuo would bo equal 
to tho expenditure, when wo could 
build up with our own rosourcoa. 
The honorable member for Cassair 
had said that road work was going 
<m in Saanich district in .June, 
before the elections, and ho had led tho 
houae to believe that men were not 
employed on the roads aflei'wards. In 
answer tothatcharge it was only ueces.sary 
for him to refer lionor.ilile iiu'inliers to 
tho public accounts, by which it would bo 
Been'-lihat-.,work had been going on till 
October. Ho (Mr. C) had said Hiunetliing 
about a hill beiiigciit down in tho Snaiiich 
district. He eiuild name a do/.eii liills in 
his district that had lieeii cut down, and 
that, by the pix-si'iit gi iverniiient. \» to 
the liill in ijuestiou, apjdieat inn had been 
made lor years'to have it cut down but it 
remained for this^^.^yernj^tent to do it. 
Ho could not agree "willi 'tJio' honorable 
member for Yale, who waa every ^m:b a 
gontloman, that. Ilie island dislriel« got 
everything and the mainland nothing. He 
believed the government hud (icled fairly 
with all districta, without reg.nd as to 
whether goveniment or opposition mem 
bers represented thein. Ho would support 
the loan an he believed tho govorimient 
would expend it in that judicious manner 
ill which they bad distributed public 
funds in the jiasl, and would do .so without 
regard to tho aupport they received (loud 
appLiuse. Ho moved the adjournmeul 
of the debate.

Mr. Sjieakor took tho chair, nt. 11 a.m. 
Prayers woro read by tKb"'Voherable 
Archdeacon Scriveii.

Mr. Orr |U-eseiil ed' a pet il ion frniii the 
residents of Malsipii iVHpei-tiiig ro.nls. 

Hon. Mr. Robson pivsenleil petitiims 
from New Westminster in reference to 
liquor licenses aud certain proposed 
amendments to tho municipalities act. 

House -proceeded to tho order of the 
day. 

Hon. Mr. Robson, in dosing tho deb.atu 
on the motion to go intocounuitteeof suji- 
ply aaid gentlemen of tho opposition Jiad 
spoken without regard ' to time. " - During 
the debate a large nuiubor of "sticTcs" had 
been thrown .at liiiii, but coiisiderin-.; Ilii^ 
source from which ihey came lie felt iiioio 
complimented than otherwise. He was 
sure they coidd not injure him with the 
public in general, with Ilia constituents or 
witli the honorable gentlemen of the legis- 
lature, and ho was quite sure thoy did not 
alfect his private character. "Tho most 
sticks were always found at the fook of tho 
best apple tree." Ue|)lyiug to tlu; cliargu 
of the member for New Westminster city 
that constitutional government h.ad been 
violated by the members of the executive 
in taking their supporters into their con- 
fidence and consulting with them in re- 
gard to the reipiireiiients of their districts, 
it waa, he claimed, custom.-ny for govern- 
uients to meet tlieir su]i]iortiu\s in caucus to 
discuss matters of iiublic policj- and the 
furniatioii of the estimates with lliein. 
The late election had not been sjiriiiig 
on tho country na had been 
said but had been brought in the ordinary 
course of events. The member for New 
Westminster refiu-riTil feelingly to the con- 
dition of the V.ancuuviu' road. He had 
no doubt but it was in a very bad cmi- 
dition, lind he was in favor of making it 
a first-clasB road in every resjieet when t he 
revenues would enable the work to be 
done. Tho same member had child-like 
challenged him to .an election contest in 
Now Westminster district. Me had .sjiid 
then "shoo tly," and he said "shoo lly" 
now. (Laughter.) In justice to the Can- 
adian Pacific railway comiiany he said tlial 
a reaa(mable olf'er of conqiromise had lieon 
made for the right of way from Port 
Moody to \';incouvp<'. He repudiated the 
Btatoment that tlio government were not 
sincoro in their ell'orts In serine littler 
rates on the Caiialian I'ac ilir. The middle 
mombor for New Westminster complained 
that only 81000 was voted to repair the 
Yale trunk road. Last year $2000 was 
voted for that purjiose, but for i'\'ery year 
])reviou8 the sniii was .slOUO. When 
that honorable gentleman complained ol 
the ill-treatment of bis district it was 
necesaary to enquire a littlo into the jiast. 
In the four years of tho. Walkein-Beaven 
adiuinistrotion ^28,904 was voted for 
roails, streets and bridges in that district, 
while during the four years whieb the 
present government held olliee the ;;;!;d 
sum ajjont there for precisely the same 
purposes was iJlitili.liOo. (Ileal, hear.) The 
speech of tho middle iiieniber for Cariboo 
district waa characterized as one of tho 
most remarkablq over dolivored since the 
inauguration of constitutional govornnient . 
(Laughter.) Even tho lids of the 
desks became excited under its in- 
fluence. Tho senior iiK'Uiber for 
Yale had given the house a diaserta- 
tion on eloct(U-al corrujition. Everyone 
knew how anxious that himorable gentle- 
man was at one time to bo "corrupted," 
and because ho could get no one to do it 
he crossed over to the other aide of the 
house where all things arc |)ure. (Laugh- 
ter.) Charges which had been made 
against tho govonimont in connection with 
the Cassiar election woro fully explained, 
and they wore pointed out to be quite on 
a par with what had boon charged in con- 
nection with Victoria oloctioii. Indeed, 
if the whole mattor were sifted to tiio 
bottom it would be found as ia tbe case 
with Victoria election, that if there was 
anything (pioationable about it, it was on 
tho i)art of the opposition candidate. 
(Hear, hear.^ The junior member for 
Now Weatiiiinster district had charged 
hun (Mr. Ilobaon) with aeciiring his elec- 
tion by bribery. It followed tli.at if be 
had secured his election by bribury tliat 
the whole constituency was corrupt. 
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Mr. Orr oxjilained that he had not said 
the electors were bribed, but that the 
ju'oviiicial secretary had used "undue in- 
lluonco." 

Hon. Mr. Ilobaon maintained that tho 
honorable gentleman had charged liia con- 
stitueiita with corruption, and on behalf 
of tho four hundred and twenty (a 
majority of tho whole v.^ito_ cast) who 
had come forward and oust tlioir v.-teu 
for him ho hurled tho vile insinuatinn 
back. Referring to the Vancouver alt'air 
ho said ho had been charged with being 
wholly responsible for tho recent legisla- 
tion. Ho could not if he would, and 
would not if he could, atjito how the three 
niinistei'a stood upon tlio question, but 
was proiiared to takel his full 'share of • rer 
Hpousibility of that and all other acts of the 
government of which he was a member. 
He hail lieen charged by the ojiiioaition 
newspapers with being an <.'\vner in the 
land which waa being cleared by the 
Cliineao. The contract made with Mr. 
MoDougall for clearing the Priglioust! 
ostatu was arranged at Vancouver by 
owners in that projiorty. He was the 
last to sign the contract and had no reaaun 
til suppose that Chinese would be em- 
[iloyed as the price agreed upon (§151) per 
acre) be considered ample to secure wliite 
lalior, iind that it waa ao was proved liy 
the fact that tho contract had been sub-lot 
to Chinese at ^90 per aero. Upon learn- 
ing of the ditticulty he wrote up to say 
I hat be was prepanod to |i,-iy a higher 
price in order to secure white labor (hear). 
What was the policy of tho o]ijiositinu '/ 

Mr. .Semlin Do you want to be taken 
into our contidencoV 

Hon. Mr. ilobaon— No, thank you very 
much. 'The ^bidy • policy, hft^te the 
opjiosition to have was tho one mercenary 
desire to got into the possessimi of the 
money bags. Ho would like to aee a 
larger opjiosition in the house, and :in 
ojjposition with moi-e ability. It waa in 
tlie iiitereats of the country that it should 
1)0 ao, bi't he ho])ed what there was would 
bo good boys during the roiiiaiiider of 
the parli.amentary session, and that they 
would go hnme resolved to do better in 
future, tjoiiehiding, he said tho policy of 
the present government would be to con- 
diu^t 1 be lu'ovince to that proud destiny 
for which nature had intended hor (loud 
appl.-iuse). 

Resolution jiossed and the luiuso went 
into conuuitteo of suiijily, Mr. Turner in 
t he chair. 

Committee reported progreaa and the 
house adjourned at 1..') for one hour. 

AFTERNOON SES.SION. 
Mr. Si>e:iker took tho chair at 2:15 

House went into coiuunttee and pro- 
ceeded III ]rass trlie estimates item by item. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said, when the item fm 
education cauio up, that if expenditure 
kejit increasing under this head it would 
never atop until half of the revenue shiaiid 
go for that pui'iioso. He believed it nec- 
essary to have free schools in the country, 
and even in cities, schools where the elo- 
meiit.iry .branches can be taught. Rut 
there was no necessity for three high 
.schools in the province. The item of ex- 
penditure under this head was not very 
largo yet, but if this principle ia to be con- 
tinm^il the sum will soon grow larger. 
Tlieie were hundreds of mcchanica in the 
cities and settlers in the country who paid 
for these high schools wdio were uiiablo to 
t;ike any F.dvanta^e of them. (Hoar, 
hear.). Taking all hi alike believed it 
would be better for those who desired to 
educate their children in high schools to 
p.-iy for it. If these institutions were 
not sujiported by tbe government educat- 
ed gentlemen would be only too glad to 
come to the province and open up [irivate 
schools. He waa aware theao were uiqiop- 
ular sentiments in some parts of tho prov- 
mco,yandv tlmt h6,wouldkbe;taken taak 
for his rbniarlcs, biit he was'iii the house 
to do his duty to the country, and he 
would do it rogardleaa of conseiiueiices. 

Mr. iSemlin took the opportunity to 
Attack tho government through tho edu- 
cational department. 

Mr. Grant could agree with the honor- 
able member for. Nanaimo in many ros- 
jiects, and he believed many people would 
not object to ])aying for tho higlior educa- 
tion of their children. 

Mr. lliggins had never heard so unaat- 
isfactory a speech from tho honorable 
member for Nanainio. Ho did not holiove 
that the |jeiiple of the province were in 
favor of doing away with tho high schools. 
Our young people must be given tho same 
advantage as the young jioople of other 
provinces, else how can tho furmcr lie ex- 
jiected to cojio with the outside world. 
He was surprised to see an honorable mem- 
ber of so much ability and enterprise ai.d 
such a true friend to tho province as the 
honorable member for Nanaimo, advocat- 
ing the abolition of our high schools. 

.Mr. Dunsiiuiir said there was .some talk 
of the high school at Nanaimo having to 
be closeil on account of the nttendaiico. 
He contended that tho aystoiu in voguo in 
his day w.aa a good one by which a man's 
childrou wore educated if he were t^io 
po(U' to do it hiiuaolf. 

Mr. l liggins, that was tho ragg«d school 
systcun. 

Mr. T. Davio lielioved there was coii- 
sidorablu in what the honorable member 
for Nanaimo had said. Three high schocds 
in the jirovince were unnecessary. Ho 
was not in favor or making a present of 
free education to those who were able to 
](ay for it. The dilferonco in the expendi- 
ture for education this year and that of 
previouH years was one of the reasons wh}' 
a loan was asked for at the presoiitaeHsion. 
Tho oxpendituro in 1878 under this head 
was $21,840. 

Mr. Higgina — I think it was over Ji-lO,- 
000. 

Mr. Davie — Yes. The figures I have 
given were for the half year. Continuing, 
ho contended that if tliuso who woro cap- 
able and desirous of giving their cliildron 
a high school education were roc|uired t*> 
do so at their own cost the expeiiae to tlie 
province for education would bo greatly 
reduced. 

Mr. Somlin said the sonior member for 
Nanaimo hnd taken tho govonimont to 
tJisk \n a vory important purticulaf. He 
should like to hear them explain. 



Mr. Bole took the opportunity to say 
that he considered the principle adopted 
in the proviiico of oBtablishing high schools 
at tho oxpeiiae of the taxpayers to be ])or- 
nicioua. He was thoroughly in favor of 
giving tho eliildreii of the province a free 
common school education, but the present 
high school system was one which gave 
the well-to-do class uii opportunity to give 
thoir children, what 'was virtuD|lly-iw-CSol~ 
logiato education, at the/exponse of tho 
atruggling settlor. (Htiar, hear.) Hoidid 
not think the tiiuo of the house coulir-.be 
better lakon up at some future time, 
view of tlio groat inoreuao in expenditure' 
for education, than in discussing this ques- 
tion thoroughly. 
? ,Mi7, T. Davie said on looking into th» 
matter ho found that tho expenditure for 
to.achora' Balarioa in 1878 was $21,840. 
Tliere w.ia some !?20,000 more expended 
fur Heboid houses, etc. 

I bui. -iMr. Robson aaid he agreed with 
much of what honorable geiitlotnen 
had aaid. When he had endeavored a- 
few yoars ago to make the high schools- 
half fee and half free he was met with a. 
perfect storm of opjiositiun. 'I'he ground, 
ho took tludi and tho ground ho took now 
was that tho state had fnllilled its duty 
when it gave a good cimimon achool edu- 
cation. Within a very short time he was- 
conviiiced that our wjiule school system 
would require to be considered and re- 
modelled. Tho high school at Nanaijn«>, 
ho oxplainod, had been established under 
very great prossure. Ho stated that ho 
believed a mistake had boon made when 
the high school.s had been made wholly 
free and the house would aooii have to 
consider nieunu of checking the present 
increasing oxpendituro for education! ! 

Mr. Higgins atrongly objected to clos- 
ing any high schools where they are re- 
quired. Fancy, said ho, a man wdiu has 
to work on the roads for $2 per day (aud 
when he can get employment at that) and 
have to pay for the education .of his 
children! , ■ . 

Mr. Orr said tho high schools' were very 
well for the cities but tlioy were of little 
advanljige to the country districts. 

Mr. Prior had inteiuleil to bring this 
matter up if tho senior member for 
Nanaimo had not. He had been told that 
ho would be killed politically for uU timo 
if ho did MO, but if he had to sit in this, 
house with his mouth closed and had to. 
vote against his conscience he would prefer- 
to be killed politically. He could not let. 
this oiiportunity pass without oxpressiiig 
his disapproval, in view of tho largo: 
expenditure under this head, of thesysteUt. 
which permitted people as well able to 
pay for the education of their children as 
bo was to give tlieiii a better scluxil train- 
ing at tbe public expense than ju'obably 
any mombor in the house had received. 

Mr. Ladnor pointed out that if people 
living in country districts desired to givo 
their children a high school education 
thoy had to pay for their board iii the 
city, whore they ■wore without tho protec- 
tion i-f homo. 

Mr. Aiidoi'Bon said if the high schools 
woro made only partially free the diitioulty 
was to tell wlioro to ilraw the lino (hear). 
Ho thought tho house should liavo sunie 
time to consider this matter in order to 
discuss it intelligently. 

Mr. McLecsc vv.-ia in favor of making 
the high scbools self-supporting. 

Couiniittee reported i)rogro88 and .isked 
loave to sit again.
